_ the World? The great Men of the. World 
that bribe Men to form their Chara@ers, 
what muft they be, but fome fuch whofe 
A@ions would not {peak for themfelves ? 
Juft Deeds need no Defender, ifour great 
Men hire Scri@blers to excufe their AGions, 
it muft foRow, that their A@ions want Ex: 
cufes ; and why do not thefe People tell us, 
which are thefe A@ions ?— I confefs, it 
hasnot been many Years fince the Adtions 


of our. Governours could be defended ‘or : 
excufed at all, and fome Men are fo ufed to - 
Railing at the Government, that they can- 
not refrain, tho’ they have nothing to com- 
plain of. Accurs’d of GOD and all good 
Men be he, who calls Evil Good; and Good 
Evil, for Fear or Favour of any Manor, 
Party of Men inthe World.) - 
_ If [might give a fhort Hint to an impare - 
tial Writer, it fhould be to tell him his 
Fate; if he refolves to venture upon the 
dangerous Precipice of telling unbiafs'd 
Truths, let him proclaim War with Mat 
kind, 4-Ja-mode le Pais de Pole, neither to 
give nor take Quarter; if he cells the Crimes

But before I enter upon the Hiftory of 
our State Mercenaries, let me make two 
Obfervations to you, which I had frequent 
Iuftrations of while I wasinthe North, and 
fome both before and fince. 

1. That the Mercenaries of Parties that 
are reaNy fo, that turn their Tales, and 
their Coats, and their Sides, as the Goldea 
Gale blows, and that are plainly to be de- 
te&ted in thefe Praétices 3 thefe are the 
Men that-epen their Mouths loudeft, and 
clamouc moff at Bribes and Rewards, and 
fall uponevery Body as mercenary, to con- 
ceal the Camelion Praétice they purfue 
themfelves. 

2. Next cothefe are a Sort of People, 
who, like fome Women, are honeft of 
their Bodies, becaufe no Body will make 
Whores of ’em; that would be mercenary, 
and would be employ’d, but can fird no 
Party (o feolifh as to think them capable of 
the Bufinefs3 and thefe are fome of the 
loudeft againft Emiffaries. 

How odd muft ic be to fee a famous Wri- 
ter in our Day cry out agaioft Rewards 
and agannd writing for Parties, who fut 
fer’d himfelf to be employ’d againft the Ia- 
tereft of his Country, to eppofe the late 
happy Union of Greas Britain, and raife 
fale. Suggeftions wppn boththe Gowers: 
gnent and Conftitytion, inorder to jfill the 
twoNativns with mutual Jealoules,and form 
fome genera! Diflike, that might render the 
Thiag Wnpracticaizte 4 mechinks {ich Aten 
fhould be the laft shat fhould enter into aa 
Eaquity after Mercenaries. 

And what thafl we fay to another Sort of 
People, whe, if théy are employ'd at all, 
are always cmploy’@ in the Milchiefs and 
Deftaadlipa of. thei Country, aod wha 

oteffing themfelves Protefants bave fuf- 

rd themwélves to be Took of that Party, 
who f&iike at the Root of che Prateftanc 
Religion. Pray, Gentleman, look at fhefe 
Kiads of Folks, «ead their Writing, if any 
Mas-undertakes the Defence of dys Cana: 
ary b Liberties, #hedeteadsthe\People thir 
eppole, themfelves to thefe Milthiefs, if he 


offers but to fay this or that Many or thisae 
that Prince has efpoufed the true Principle 
ot Liberty if he offers to defend the Revo- 
lution, do Juftice to the Author of ir, or de- 
teé&t the Mifchiefs of Tyranny; théfe are 
the firft to call him Mercenary, and aa 
Emiffary. 

He that defends Truth, and Trnth only, 
cannot be mercenary he that does nothing 
but what it is his Duty to do, may be re- 
warded, but he cannot bebribed; heisa 
Mercenary, who to Day writes for one fide, 
to morrow for another; who to day defends 
Tyranny and Paffive-Obedience, to mor- 
row takesup Arms againft his Prince; to 
day {wears to a Revolution-Settlement, to 
morrow defends Tacking andall Kinds of 
National Extravaganciess; that writes to 
excufe the Guilty, or accufe the Innocent : 
to mifreprefent, aggravate, put falfe Glot 
fesand falf¢ Lights on fome Caufes, or fome 
A@ions, which will not beara true: ard 
wherever you find thefe Impottors, let them 
be brought forch to publick Shame, let them 
be detefted, punifh’d and expos’d to the 
utmoft, and above all let thofe be expoled 
who gd them.
